Blast Destroys Iraq Hotel 


At least 27 dead, 41 wounded in Baghdad ear bomb attaek 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A thunderous car bomb tore 
apart a five -story hotel catering to foreign- 
ers in the heart of Baghdad on Wednesday 
night, killing 27 people, wounding 41 others 
and showing the continued vulnerability of 
civilians to terror attacks just days before the 
anniversary of the start of the Iraq war. 

Flames and heavy smoke burst skyward 
from the Mount Lebanon Hotel, torching 
nearby homes, offices and shops. Rescuers 
pulled bodies from the rubble and searched 
for other victims of the attack. 

There was no official word on who car- 
ried out the attack, but a U.S. counterter- 


rorism official, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity, said Jordanian Islamic militant 
Abu Musab al-Zarqawi is among those sus- 
pected of playing a key role. 

Dazed and wounded people stumbled from 
the wreckage, marked by a jagged, 20 -foot- 
wide crater. Coated in dust, some rescuers dug 
through the debris with bare hands as uni- 
formed firefighters fought the blaze and ambu- 
lance workers stood by with stretchers. 

Army Col. Ralph Baker of the 1st Armored 
Division estimated that the bomb contained 


1,000 pounds of explosives. He said the bomb 
was a mix of plastic explosives and artillery 
shells. That was the same mixture of explo- 
sives used in the Aug. 19 suicide attack on 
the U.N. headquarters in Baghdad, which 
killed 22 people. 

The Bush administration offered prayers 
for the victims but said such attacks would 
not change U.S. policy. 

“Democracy is taking root in Iraq 
and there is no turning back,” said Scott 
McClellan, White House spokesman. “This 
is a time of testing, but the terrorists will not 
prevail.” jim krane (ap)

Pentagon to Withhold

LAS VEGAS I The man wanted in a 
deadly string of sniper shootings 
that terrorized Ohio drivers was 
captured at a motel Wednesday 
after a tipster spotted him at a 
Las Vegas casino reading a news- 
paper story about himself. 

An unshaven and disheveled 
Charles A. McCoy Jr., 28, was 
arrested without incident less 
than 36 hours after Ohio authori- 
ties released his name as a suspect 
in the attacks. 

The arrest brought relief to Ohio 
residents who have been living in 
fear since the 24 shootings began 
in the Columbus area last year. The 
gunfire pierced homes and a school, 
dented school buses, flattened tires 
and shattered windshields, killing 
one person.

PHOENIX I One of two inmates 
who held a pair of guards hostage 
in a prison tower pleaded guilty 
Wednesday, admitting that he raped 
a kitchen worker and a female guard 
during the 15 -day standoff 

Steven Coy pleaded guilty to 14 
charges — including escape, kid- 
napping, assault and sexual assault. 
Prosecutors did not offer Coy any- 
thing in exchange for his plea in 
Maricopa County Superior Court. 

“This is not a plea agreement situ- 
ation,” Assistant Maricopa County 


attorney Jeannette Gallagher said. 

Coy, 40, was under heavy guard 
Wednesday, with seven SWAT 
team members present and few 
people allowed in the courtroom. 
A sentencing hearing was sched- 
uled for April 30. 

Coy and inmate Ricky Wassenaar 
took two guards hostage Jan. 18 in 
the tower at the Arizona State Prison 
Complex-Lewis in Buckeye. The male 
guard was released Jan. 24 and the 
female guard was setfree Feb. 1 — the 
same day the inmates surrendered. 

Wassenaar has said that the pair 
initially planned to go to the tower 
to get weapons and escape but got 
trapped there. Coy, however, has dis- 
puted the claim, beth defalco (ap)

Spanish leader rebukes 
U.S. occupation, 
anti-terrorism strategy 

MADRID I Prime Minister-elect 
Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero con- 
demned America’s strategy for com- 
batting terror and called the occu- 
pation of Iraq “a fiasco.” 

In a radio interview Wednesday, 
Zapatero also remained firm in his 
intent to withdraw 1,300 Spanish 
peacekeeping troops from Iraq, 
even if President Bush tries to 
talk him out of it. “I will listen to 
President Bush but my position is 
clear and very firm,” the Socialist 
leader said. 

Zapatero’s comments rein- 
forced his sharp break with the 
pro -U.S. policies of the defeated 
Spanish government of outgoing 
conservative Prime Minister Jose 
Maria Aznar. The election defeat 
Sunday of Aznar’s Popular Party 
marked the first time a government 
that backed the Iraq war has been 
voted out of office. 

The elections took place three 
days after a series of train bomb- 
ings in Madrid killed 201 people. 
The attacks led to accusations 
that Aznar’s support of the Iraq 


war had made Spain a target for 
terrorism. Angry voters turned to 
Zapatero, who campaigned against 
the war. 

Some 5,000 supporters gath- 
ered outside the headquarters of 
Aznar’s party Wednesday, accus- 
ing Zapatero of being soft on ter- 
rorism. Waving flags and banners, 
they protested Zapatero’s upset win. 
“Zapatero, president of al Qaeda!”

While the 13 Cabinet mem- 
bers appointed Wednesday by 
Prime Minister Gerard Latortue 
don’t belong to any political party, 
the majority have been critical of 
Aristide. Politicians from both sides 
said their Cabinet candidates were 
rejected without explanation. 

The installation ceremony came 
as French peacekeepers began the 
dangerous task of disarming slum 
strongholds of the ousted Aristide, 
who fled Feb. 29 as rebels threat- 
ened Port-au-Prince. 

“We’re giving our guns up right 
now but if Aristide doesn’t come 
back we’ll fight with machetes,” 
said one armed militant.

8 dead in troubled 
province after Serbs, 
ethnic Albanians clash 

KOSOVSKA MITROVICA, SERBIA- 
MONTENEGRO I Furious ethnic 
Albanians blaming Serbs for the 
drowning of two children clashed 
with Serbs in a gunfight Wednesday 
that left eight dead and more than 
300 injured. 

Coming more than four years 
after the end of the Kosovo war, 
the bloodshed in this ethnically 
divided city illustrated the failure of 
UN. and NATO efforts to snuff out 
ethnic hatreds and set the province 


on the path of reconciliation. With 
Orthodox Christian Serbs regard- 
ing Kosovo as their ancient home- 
land and mostly Muslim ethnic 
Albanians seeking independence, 
hatreds between the two sides con- 
tinue to boil over into violence. 

Riots broke out in at least five 
other towns, touching off one of the 
worst days of Serb -Albanian blood- 
shed since the end of the war. 

The conflict ignited amid reports 
that Serbs in a nearby village set a 
dog on a group of ethnic Albanian 
boys, sending three fleeing into an 
icy river. After authorities recovered 
two bodies — and searched for a 
third — ethnic Albanians and Serbs 
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1 Clashes killed eight, 


1 wounded almost 300 


gathered near a key bridge over the 
Ibar River that divides Kosovska 
Mitrovica, long the flashpoint of 
tensions in this southern province 
of Serbia-Montenegro. 

Before police could move in to 
separate the sides, gunfire rang out 
and a riot swept the town.

The indictment alleges Amos, 44, 
used federal and state funds to pay the 
salaries of 10 people who worked in 
Townsend’s office, including her dep- 
uty chief of staff and several speech- 
writers. Money also was diverted to 
pay more than 40 employees in the 
state anti-crime office, according to 
the indictment.

RICHMOND, VA. | The State Senate, 
looking to break a chronic bud- 
get impasse with the House of 
Delegates, dropped a proposed 
gasoline tax increase but retained 
sales, income and cigarette taxes 
in drafting a new budget on 
Wednesday.

Brian Lee Cherrix, 30, was sen- 
tenced to death in 1998 for the mur- 
der of 23 -year-old Tessa Van Hart, 


who worked at a pizza shop where 
her husband was a cook. Police 
say Cherrix ordered a pizza to lure 
her to a vacant summer home on 
Chincoteague Island where he raped 
her and shot her twice in the head. 

Cherrix would be the first 
Virginian executed this year and 
the 90th since Virginia reinstated 
the death penalty in 1976. (ap)

Attention Students: 
Tax Savings 101 

College students and parents foot- 
ing hefty tuition bills might find 
they’re eligible for money-saving edu- 
cation credits and deductions when 
they fill out their federal income-tax 
forms this year. 

A starting point for taxpayers is IRS 
Publication 970, a 71-page booklet 
available at government offices and 
the IRS Web site, www.irs.gov. 

There are four options: the Hope tax 
credit, the lifetime learning tax credit, 
a tuition and fees deduction and a stu- 
dent-loan interest deduction. Details: 

CREDITS 

Hope tax credit: A credit of u p to 
$1,500 per student can be taken for 
tuition and mandatory fees forfresh- 
men and sophomores enrolled in a 
degree program at least halftime. 
Annual income restrictions apply. 

Lifetime learning tax credit: A 
maximum $2,000 perfamily can be 
claimed for tuition and fees for cours- 
es to acquire or improve job skills. The 
student does not necessarily need to 
be working toward a degree. Annual 
income restrictions apply. 
DEDUCTiONS 

Tuition and fees deduction: 

Families with incomes too high to 
qualify for the educational tax cred- 
its can considera deduction of upto 
$3,000, experts say. 

Student-loan interest deduction: 
People paying offtheir student loans 
used to be limited to deducting the 
interest on the first 60 months of pay- 
ments. Now all interest payments 
qualify, butthe maximum deduction is

Baseball Bans 
Designer Steroid 


Players union, owners 
agree to make THG 
an illegal substance 

BASEBALL I Major league base- 
ball has banned THG, the recent- 
ly unmasked steroid at the center 
of the case against the Bay Area 
Laboratory Co-Operative. 

The health policy advisory 
committee of management and 
the players’ association unani- 
mously determined last Thursday 
that THG builds muscle mass and 
should be added to baseball’s list 
of banned substances. 

“Testing for THG is an impor- 
tant step toward reaching our goal 
of zero tolerance,” baseball commis- 
sioner Bud Selig said. “I am commit- 


ted to that goal and advocate a more 
stringent and effective drug-testing 
program in the major leagues, sim- 
ilar to our program in the minor 
leagues.” 

The Food and Drug 
Administration ruled Oct. 28 that 
THG, which stands for tetrahydro- 
gestrinone, is an illegal drug that 
lacks federal permission for sale in 
the United States. 

Because baseball and other 
sports did not know about THG 
before last October, drug testing 
was unable to detect it. 

Barry Bonds’s personal trainer, 
Greg Anderson, was among four men 
indicted last month on charges of ille- 
gally supplying performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs from BALCO.

Agassi Loses Tax Case 


LO N D 0 N I Andre Agassi was ordered 
Wednesday to pay British tax on 
income earned from endorsements 
in a ruling that could have implica- 
tions for Tiger Woods, the Williams 
sisters and other stars. 

Judge Sir Gavin Lightman of the 
London High Court said Agassi had 
to pay about $50,000 in taxes on 
income paid by Nike and Head 
Sports to his U.S. -based company 
Agassi Enterprises Inc. 

Anyone who competes or per- 
forms in Britain has a liability to 
pay tax, the court said. Athletes 
already pay tax on prize money but 
now must also pay up on earnings 
they receive from endorsements 
while they are in the country.
